MINERS CALLED DFF 


It was a prolonged session, 
that of the city council Monday 
night. 
Even unto the midnight 
hour the (fathers deliberated and 
wrought. 
Two ordinances were passed. 
One of them is a curfew law pro­ 
hibiting youths under the ten 
der age of eighteen from keeping 
late hours and frequenting cer­ 
tain places of amusement. Tao 
other is a re-enactment of an or­ 
dinance relating to assessment of 
taxes; this in order that there 
might be no question as to the 
validity of assessments of rail 
road property since the recent 
legislation by congress particular­ 
ly empowering the cities to leyy 
taxes on such*property. 
Also there was considered an 
ordinance enlarging the territory 
in which the keeping of hogs is 
prohibited. At present such ter. 
ritory is so small a space one 
might almost cover it with his 
hat—to use a bit of hyperbole. 
But so manifold were the virtues 
of the hog as extolled by certain 
of the councilmen that he was 
voted an indispensable animal in 
the major portion of the city and 
the ordinance was lost by a vote 


of five to three. 
The appointment of a city re­ 
corder, assessor and collector to 
succeed the late J. I. Warren 
came up. 
With one exception 
every councilman voted for Jesse 
Warren, son of the deceased. 
This selection was in accord, as it 
is known, with the preference of 
the entire town. Alderman Tim­ 
berlake served as recorder pro 
tem of the meeting. 
The official bonds of Treasurer 
Hill and Street Commissioner 
Gaar were examined and ap 
proved. 
The recent election of officers 
for the fire department was form 
ally ratified by the council. 
The exhaustive report of the 
finance committee, published in 
another column of the News, was 
adopted and ordered pablisned. 
Bills aggregating $872.67 were 
passed upon, approved and pay­ 
ment thereof ordered. 
The con­ 
sideration of these it was that 
prolonged the session so. 
Finally adjournment was taken 
until May 9, at which time the 
new recorder’s bond will be passed 
upon, and certain new ordinances 
considered.

New York, May 8.—After car­ 
rying on negotiations for nearly 
three months the subcommittees 
representing the anthracite mine 
workers and operators of Eastern 
Pennsylvania yesterday agreed 
to continne the award of the 
strike commission 
for another 
three years and the men will re­ 
turn to work as soon as it is 
practicable, possibly Monday. 
All the miners who have not 
committed violence against per­ 
sons or property will be re-em­ 
ployed and no one will be dis­ 
criminated against because of any 
activity he may have taken in the 


strike movement. 
The agree­ 
ment is subject to the ratification 
of the tri-district convention of 
the mine workers at Scranton to­ 
morrow, but there is not the 
slightest doubt that the delegates 
will approve the action of their 
representatives. 
This outcome of a dispute 
which threatened to develop into 
a long, bitter struggle and para­ 
lyze a great industry was looked 
upon with considerable satisfac­ 
tion by the coal road presidents, 
as the agreement entered into is 
their first proposition made early 
in March in reply to the mine 
workers original demands

RF ARTICLES OF FAHR 


Birmingham, Ala., May 8,—At 
y esterd ay session of the general 
conference of the Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church, South, a resolution 
concerning tine preparation of a 
new statement of the doctrinal 
faith of Methodism was intro­ 
duced by W. F. Tillett and W. R. 
Lam both of the Tennessee confer­ 
ence as follows: 
While reaffirming our absolute 
faith in our articles of religion, 
we do not believe that in their 
present form they meet the exist­ 
ing needs of oar church as a 
statement bf the doctrinal system 
cf evangelical Methodist Armen- 
Baniam. Believing that the dif­ 
ferent branches of the world wide 
Methodism that are represented 
In the ecumenical Methodist con­ 
ference can and should unite in 
the preparation of andia state­ 
ment of our common faith as is 


needed, and believing that this 
general conference should take 
such steps as may be necessary 
to secure in the early future the 
cooperation of other representa 
tive Methodist churches in the 
preparation of a new statement 
of our faith, we therefore offer 
the following resolution. 
Resolved, That the College of 
Bishops be requested to appoint 
a commission of five members, 
one of whom shall be a bishop, 
which shall invite other branches 
of Methodism to unite with us in 
the preparation of such a state­ 
ment of our faith and such an 
expression of our doctrinal ays 
tem as is called for in oar day, 
and this commission shall repre­ 
sent our church in the prepara 
tion of the same. 
A special committee was ap 
pointed to consider this import­ 
ant resolution.

thing Quite difterent from pandering to 
coarse and vulgar taste. To the Greek 
sculptor the nude form was the most 
bold and perfect thing in the world, 
the home of the immortal spirit. But 
in ihe greatest period of Greek art the 
gure seldom is found treated entirely 
nude, for the reason that the Greek 
discovered that drapery, properly han- 
died, enhanced the beauty of the figure 
and helped out its action. He did not 
scruple to take much poetic license 
with drapery, as, for instance, in the 
Elgin marbles and the figures of the 
friezes. 
Greek drapery eddies about 
the limbs of the figure as the water 
of a brook eddies about a stone. 
It is interesting to note that, differ 
ent as are the results, the sculptors of 
ancient Greece 
worked, 
technically 
sneaking, precisely like the sculptors 
of to-day. The fine marks on the mar­ 
ble show that the statues were “point­ 
ed up” exactly as ours to-day. Point 
ing up is a technical phrase. It refers 
to the delicate process of measuring 
the marble replica of the clay or plas 
ter model and testing the accuracy of 
the copy by pencil 
marks and a fine 
needle in a little measuring machine 
The needle leaves infinitesimal marks 
In the surface—hence the origin of the 
phrase “pointing up.” “in this and 
other technical directions the art dJ 
sculpture is plied to-day as it was Ie 
the days of Philias and Praxiteles,” ii 
Mr. Partridge’s interesting comment.

•lance proceeds, sometimes hundreds 
of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once. American children, even those 
advanced enough to have forgotten all 
about the hobgoblins of their youth, 
would be terrorstruck at meeting a 
single one of these ocuyas. The chil­ 
dren et the Aponos don’t mind them 
a bit They laugh and clap 
their 
hands at the antics of the giant dan­ 
cers with as much merriment as you 
laugh at the wit of some Punch and 
Judy show.

ENGLISH 
CIVIL 
SERVICE. 


Laws Strictly Enforced—No Man Ap­ 
pointed or Dismissed for 
Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 
are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob­ 
tain their positions by merit after ex­ 
amination, and retain their places dur­ 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
the fact that there is a change of ad­ 
ministration. There are a certain num­ 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva­ 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fined is the policy of maintaining a per­ 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un­ 
justifiable aet which would react with 
terrible fores upon the ministry. 
It Is not to be supposed that the Eng­ 
lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos­ 
phere where partisanship has been ban­ 
ished, or that party zeal is notrewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal­ 
ary list of 1786,000, who step “down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re­ 
moval for Incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur­ 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 36 judges in tim United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
81,060,000 a year, in addition to aa army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like. 
Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov­ 
ernment will cot touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 
The colonial service, with its 23 vice­ 
roys, governors and commissioners, af­ 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be­ 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap­ 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di­ 
vorced from politics and are safe. Inter­ 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
ustice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

ANCIENT GREEIS SCULPTURE 
Classical Art Compared by Noted 


Sculptor with That of Our 


Own Day. 


An article on Greek versus modern 


sculpture which Mr. William Ordway 
Partridge contributes to "Brush and 
Pencil" is interesting because the au- 
thor, being himself a sculptor, knows 
whereof he writes. 
He finds modem 


art too conscious—"never unconscious 
is his expression—whereas the Greeks 
carved their souls in marble, expresse 
ideas rather Utan actions, the resul 
beine i'the splendid simplicity befor 
which we bow to-day, as well as th 
perfect blitheness and sanity of which 
Winkelmann speaks." 


The author also refers to the Greek 


reverence for the nude, which is some 
thing* quite different from pandering to 
coarse and vulgar taste. To the Greek 
sculptor the nude form was the mos 
bold and perfect thing in the world 
the home of the Immortal spirit. Bu 
in the greatest period of Greek art the 
figure seldom is found treated entirely 
nude, for the reason that the Greek 
discovered that drapery, properly ban 
died, enhanced the beauty of the flgur* 
-and helped out its action. He did not 
scruple to take much poetic llcens« 
witli drapery, as, for instance, in the 
Elgin marbles and the figures of the 
frie?es. 
Greek drapery eddies aboul 


the limbs'of the figure as the water 
of a brook eddies about a stone. 


It is interesting to note that, differ- 


ent as are the results, the sculptors of 
ancient Greece worked, technically 
speaking, precisely like the sculptors 
of to-day. The fine marks on the mar- 
ble Bhow that the statues were "point- 
ed lip" exactly as ours to-day. Point- 
ing up is a technical phrase. It refers 
to the delicate process of measuring 
the marble replica of the clay or plas 
ter model and testing the accuracy of 
the copy by pencil marks and a fine 
needle In a little measuring machine 
The needle leaves Infinitesimal marks 
^In the surface—hence the origin of th« 
'phrase "pointing up." "in this and 
other technical directions the art dl 
sculpture is plied to-day as it was In 
the days of Philias and Praxiteles," ii 
Mr. Partridge's interesting comment. 


HIDEOUS AFRICAN SHOW. 


The Ocuya or Giant Dance, Which I» 


Performed by Natives 


on Stilts. 


If you look on the map of Afrlea 


Just below the equator you will see 
the country where the merry black 
Aponos live. They are an honest, 
light-headed set of savages who tor 
several months of the year do noth- 
ing but dance, sing and drink palm 
wim. When the season is over they 
settle down to their ordinary pursuits. 
They have many dances which would 
seem very strange to aa American, 
bat the weirdest dance of all la per- 
formed upon stilts and is called ocuya 
or giant dance. 


The ocuya is an object 
made of 


wtokerwork with an enormous head 
of wood. There la ne word hideous 
enough to describe the ugliness of 
this 
ocuya. It 
has 
outstretched 


wooden arms and monkey skins form 
the hair and beard while a lose skirt 
of grass cloth hides the stilt-walker 
who places this grotesque 
monster 


over himself. The arms are kept out- 
stretched, and thus 
costumed 
the 


dance proceeds, sometimes hundreds 
of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once. American children, even those 
advanced enough to have forgotten all 
about the hobgoblins of their youth* 
would be terrorstruck at meeting a 
single one of these ocuyas. The chil- 
dren ef the Aponos don't mind them 


bit They laugh and clap 
their 


hands at the antics of the giant dan- 
iers with as much merriment as you 
augh at the wit of'some Punch and 
"udy show.

An ordinance for the improve- 


ment of the morals of the 
young people of Ada and for 
other purposes. 
Section 1. , That it shall be un- 


lawful for any boy under the age 
of eighteen years to be found on 
the streets or public places in the 
City of Ada,, except when going 
to and from church and other 
places of religious worship, after 
the hour of nine o'clock p. m., 
unless accompanied by bis parent 
or guardian. 
Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful 


for any keeper of a billiard hall, 
ten pin alley, joint, restaurant or 
other public place to allow any 
boy under the age of eighteen 
years to remain in or loaf around 
such place at any time when not 
employed by them. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of 
the city marshal or night watch- 
man whenever he finds any boy 
violating section one of this or- 
dinance to notify him to go to his 
home or his place of stopping in 
said city and upon his refusal or 
failure to do sp, it shall be the 
duty of said marshal or night 
watchman to confine him in the 
city prison until daylight of the 
next morning.

Section Two of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than, five nor more than 
twenty-five dollars. 
Sec. 5. That this ordinance 


shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and 
publication.

The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amiaatlon, and retain their placet dur- 
ing good behavior If competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government In England 
will, not disturb a single postmaster in 
the united Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
the fact that there Is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the mascot officeholders 
are seeure In their positions, and so well 
axed is the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by ttie 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It Is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party zeal Is not*awarded. 
In addition to the 46 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal- 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during Its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for Incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 
ing the tea years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has- had tne 
appointment of 36 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
$1,060,000 a year, In addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like. Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of then 
for political reasons. 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be- 
cause It wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter- 
est In politics in England Is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
Justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efflcientu 
owewa.

It was on the latter 
ground alone that the scheme was 
not adopted. 


When the inventor entered the ser- 


vice of Chili the Prince Regent exact- 
ed from him a solemn pledge that he 
would never betray his knowledge to 
any other power. He kept his prom- 
ise, and though the plans were recon- 
sidered and their adoption advocated 
when the Crimean war broke out, the 
matter was allowed to lie in abeyance.

He averred, and 
the statement has never been ques- 
tioned, that for a wager, to prove the 
efficacy of his invention, he "gave 
proof upon a large plain in bcotland, 
to the destruction of a great many 
head of cattle and flocks of sheep, 
whereof 
some were distant from 
others half a mile."

ANCIENT CREEI^ SCULPTURE 
Classical Art Compared by Noted 


Sculptor with That of Our 


Own Day.

An article on Greek versus modern 


sculpture which Mr. William Ordway 
Partridge contributes to "Brush and 
Pencil" is interesting because the au- 
thor, being himself a sculptor, knows 
whereof he writes. 
He finds modem 


art too conscious—"never unconscious" 
is his expression—whereas the Greeks 
carved their souls in marble, expressed 
ideas rather than actions, the result 
beinc ^'the splendid simplicity before 
which we bow to-day, as well as the 
perfect blltheness and sanity of which 
Winkelmann speaks." 


The author also refers to the Greek 


reverence for the nude, which is some- 
thing quite different from pandering to 
coarse and vulgar taste. To the Greek 
sculptor the nude form was the most 
bold and perfect thing in the world,, 
the home of the Immortal spirit. But 
in ihe greatest period of Greek art the 
figure seldom is found treated entirely 
nude, for the reason that the Greek 
discovered that drapery, properly han- 
dled, enhanced the beauty of the figure 
-and helped out its action. He did not 
scruple to take much poetic licens« 
with drapery, as, for instance, in the 
Elgin marbles and the figures of the 
frie?es. 
Greek drapery eddies about 


the Itmbs'of the figure as the water 
of a brook eddies about a stone. 


It is interesting to note that, differ- 


ent as are the results, the sculptors of 
ancient Greece worked, technically 
speaking, precisely like the sculptors 
of to-day. The fine marks on the mar- 
ble show that the statues were "point- 
ed up" exactly as ours to-day. Polni- 
Ing up is a technical phrase. It refers 
to the delicate process of measuring 
the marble replica of the clay or plas 
ter model and testing the accuracy o1 
the copy by pencil marks and a fine 
needle in a little measuring machine 
The needle leaves infinitesimal marks 
in the surface—hence the origin of the 
'phrase "pointing up." "In this and 
other technical directions the art di 
sculpture is plied to-day as it was in 
the days of Philias and Praxiteles," ii 
Mr. Partridge's interesting comment.

When the season is over they 
settle down to their ordinary pursuits. 
They h»ve many dances which would 
seem very strange to aa American, 
but the -weirdest dance of all is per- 
formed upon stilts and Is called ocuya 
or giant dance. 


The ocuya is an object made of 


wtokerwork with an enormous head 
of wood. There la n» word hideous 
.enough to describe the ugliness of 
this ocuya. It 
baa 
outstretched 


wooden arms and monkey skins form 
the hair and beard while a long skirt 
of grass cloth hides the stilt-walker 
who places this grotesque monster 
over himself. The arms are kept out* 
stretched, and thus 
costumed 
the 


dance proceeds, sometimes hundred* 
of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once. American children, even those 
advanced enough to have forgotten all 
about the hobgoblins of their youth* 
would be terrorstruck at meeting a 
single one of these ocuyas. The chil- 
dren of the Aponos don't mind them 
a bit 
They laugh and clap their 


hands at the antics of the giant dan* 
cers with as much merriment as you 
laugh at the wit of'some Punch aud 
Judy show.

An ordinance for the improve- 


ment of the 
morals of the 


young people of Ada and for 
other purposes. 
Section 1. , That it shall be un- 


lawful for any boy under the age 
of eighteen years to be found on 
the streets or public places in the 
City of Ada, except when going 
to and from church and other 
places of religious worship, after 
the honr of nine o'clock p. m., 
unless accompanied by bis parent 
or guardian. 
Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful 


for any keeper of a billiard hall, 
ten pin alley, joint, restaurant or 
other public place to allow any 
boy under the age of eighteen 
years to remain in or loaf around 
such place at any time when not. 
employed by them. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of 


the city marshal or night watch- 
man whenever he finds any boy 
violating section one of this or- 
dinance to notify him to go to his 
home or his place of stopping in 
said city and upon his refusal or 
failure to do so, it shall be the 
duty of said marshal or night 
watchman to confine him in the 
city pris*on until daylight of the 
next morning.

The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amiaatlon, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior If competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The Incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will, not disturb a single postmaster in 
the united Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kind* will scarcely be aware of 
the fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass-of officeholders 
are secure In their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by ttie 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable aet which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It la not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party zeal is notrewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal- 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during Its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule fae conservative party ha»had tne 
appointment of 36 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
$1,060,000 a year, In addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like. Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for'political reasons. 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up Its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be- 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter- 
est io politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice sad of the several departments 
of the government is quite as effleientu 
owowa.

Of 
course, the story turned but to be 
untrue, but it served to emphasize 
the fact that if a man should really 
possess so terrible a secret he would 
be the most dangerous of mortals, 
for he might at any Instant start a 
conflagration which would destroy all 
the life on the world, if not the world 
itself. 


A secret of which Great Britain will 


probably want to know something if it 
.s ever threatened with Invasion is 
the "secret war plan" of 
Admiral 


Cochrane, tenth Earl of Dundonald. 
[t was declared to be an invention cap- 
able of destroying any fleet or fortress 
in the world. When first he made his 
announcement it was referred to a 
secret committee consisting of the 
Duke of York, Lord Keith, Lord Ex- 
mouth and the two Congreaves, who 
pronounced it "Infallible, irresistible, 
)Ut inhuman." It was on the latter 
ground alone that the scheme was 
not adopted. 


When the inventor entered the ser- 


vice of Chili the Prince Regent exact- 
ed from him a solemn pledge that he 
would never betray his knowledge to 
any other power. He kept his prom- 
se, and though the plans were recon- 
sidered and their adoption advocated 
when the Crimean war broke out, the 
matter was allowed to lie in abeyance. 


Schemes like this one are frequent,

others half a mile."
